SKIFF IN RACE 
UPSETS IN RIVER 


Three Alton Men Struggle in 
a Strong Current Until 
Fisherman Comes. 





OPPONENTS DIDN'T HELP 





Oar Slipped From Lock and 
Capsized the Boat—One 
Couldn't Swim. 


John Tremmel came near drowning 
when the boat in which he, Phillip 
Tierney and Edward Hicks were rac- 
ing wit hanother boat capsized Tues- 
day evening in the Mississippi River 
at Alton. He was carried away from 
the boat by the current when the 
craft overturned. Tierney helped him 
keep his head above water until the 
boat floated near enough for them to 
catch hold of it. They were towed 
ashore by George Kelly, a fisherman. 
The men in the other boat did not go 
to their assistance. 

Eight voung men made up a party 
Tuesday to go to the Missouri side 
below Alton Bridge Tuesday to fish. 
When they were ready to start back 
in the evening it was agreed that they 
should race to the Alton landing. 
Tremmel, Tierney and Hicks entered 
one boat and Fred Taylor, Harry Mc- 
Vey. Heib Squires, George Patterson 
and George Hutchinson the other. The 
course of each boat was to be chosen 
by the rowers. 

The five men headed up stream to- 
ward the center span of the bridge. 
The three pulled across toward the 
Illinots shore, intending to take ad- 
vantage of the slack current near 


shore. 
Oar Slipped From Lock. 


In the middle of the river one of 
Tremmel’s oars slipped from the row- 
leck as he was pulling ae strong 
stroke. He lurched ‘to the side of 
the boat and capsized it, all three be- 
ing pitched into the water. 

Tierney and Hicks are good swim- 
mers and were not in danger. Trem- 


mel could swim only a MIlittle. He 
struggled to keep afloat as he was 
carried out of reach of the upturned 
boat. 

Tierney swam to him and held him up 
until the boat came within reach and 
all three were able then to cling to it. 

George Kelly saw the accident from 
4 the Missouri shore. He put out in his 
skiff and with mighty strokes sent his 
boat skimming to the rescue. Reaching 
the capsized boat with the three men 
holding to it he found them so excited 
that he feared that they would capsize ; 
his boat if they tried to climb into It 
and he commanded them to stay in the 
water. Passing a line to the overturned 
boat, he towed it to shore with the 
three men hanging to it. 

The five men in the other boat put 
back to the Missouri shore and dropped 
down to where Kelly landed their cap- 
sized friends. They said that their boat 
was so heavily loaded with five men in 
it that they feared it would be upset if 
they tried to save the men in the water. 

The boat that had been capsized was 
righted and the three men again en- 
tered it and rowed to the Alton landing.

HAS PISTOL DUEL 


Former Police Sergeant Dow- 
dall Invades Sister-in- 
Law's House. 


BATTLE IN 





Dowdall Beaten by Divorced 
Wife’s Brother-in-Law 
With Revolver. 


In quest of his child, awarded by the 
court to his divorced wife, former Po- 
lice Sergeant William T. Dowdaill in- 
vaded the home of Albert De Lanney, 
3811 Russell avenue, pistol in hand, 
early Wednesday morning. and was 
badly beaten in a fight with De Lan- 
ney, in which several shots were fired. 
Then, jumping into a buggy in which a 
friend was waiting, he drove rapidly 
away. The police have been told to 
keep watch for him.

m. Wednesday. He pushed past her, 
and had gotten as far as the rear par- 
lor, pistol in hand, when De Lanney ap- 
peared in his night clothes. 


Hit Dowdall With Pistol. 


‘Now, don’t you start anything,”’ he 
sas Dowdall exclaimed. 

De Lanney, who always has a pistal 
near his bed, had grabbed it. He 
struck the former police sergeant a 
smashing blow with it on the nose, and 
Dowdall fell over back. Then DeLanney 
fired at him, the bullet barely missing 
him and imbedding itself in a mantel- 
piece. 

“If you didn’t have that pistol, I'd 
show you something,’’ De Lanney says 
Dowdall called at him from the front 


yara. 

De Lanney thereupon threw his own 
pistol on the hall floor and went after 
Dowdall. Dowdall’s friends, who had 
driven to the house with him and who 





had come to’ the front door and e:lled 
on the men to stop fighting, had re- 


‘treated to the carriage. 


De Lanney measured his chances and 
man off. He plunged at Dowédall, who 
drew a second pistol and fired three 
times, all the bullets going wide. 

After a struggle on the grass, De 
Lanney took this second weapon from 
Dowdall, gave him a beating with it 
over the head, and then allowed him to 
jump into the carriage and drive away. 

Dowdall’s companion made no move 
to alight from the rig a second time.

Southerland Cables Secretary 
That Uprising at Monte 
Christi Is Imminent. 





WANTS DIXIE RETURNED 


Former Flagship Will Not 
Leave Cienfuegos Until Ar- 
rival of Another. 





400 TROOPS ON MARCH 





Government Forces Being Con- 
centrated to Put Down the 
a Threatened Revolution. 


By Wire From the* Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Another 
revolution in Santo Domingo is immi- 
nent and the Navy Department is now 
preparing to send 300 marines there to 
replace those on the cruiser Dixie 
which were detached from Commander 
Southerland’s squadron and sent to 
Cuba. 

Commander Southerland cabled the 
Secretary of the Navy that the situa- 
tion at Monte Christi is grave and that 
an uprising may take place there at 
any moment. He notified the depart- 
ment that under these conditions it is 
inadvisable to withdraw any of the 
naval vessels on duty there. | 

Hie also requests the Secretary of the 
Navy to return the Dixie with 300 ma- 
rines: now at Cienftiegos, Cuba, protect- 
ing American property... The cable be- 
tween Puerto Plata and Monte Christi 
has-been severed. Commander South- | 
erland notified the Secretary of the 
Navy that tho first installment of 400 
men of the Santo Dominican Govern- 
ment troops would reach Monte Christi 
today to be used in putting down the 
revolution. 

Secretary Bonaparte stated that the 
Dixie would not be withdrawn from 
Cienfuegos until another warship ar- 
rives there to relieve it. 


To Send 300 Marines. 


The marines on the Dixie will remain 
in Cuba and 300 other marines for 
service in Santo Domingan waters will 
be sent from the United States or with- 
drawn from the vessels now in Cuban 
waters or on their way there. 

The Dixie is the flagship of Com- 
mander. Southerland and when it was 
ordered to Havana with the 300 ma- 
rines. it was expected. that Commander 
Southerland. would go with his vessel, | 
transfer the marines and return to his 
station off the Santo Domingan coast 
with the Dixie. But the critical situ- 
ation in Santo Domingo would not per- 
mit Commander. Southerland to go to 
Havana and he transferred his fiag to 
the Scorpion. Since that time the Dix- 
ie has been transferred to Cienfuegos. 

One reason that Commander Soutker- 
land is anxious to have his vessel re- 
turned is that all the official papers of 
the squadron are on the Dixie, together 
with the personal effects of the Com- 
mander. He needs the. marines badly 
owing to the critical situation that has 
developed at onte Christi. The Dixie 
will remain at Cienfuegos until it is re- 
lieved by the Tacoma, Cleveland, Minne- 
apolis or Newark, all of which vessels 
are now on their way to Cuba

Woman Says Impulse to Take 
Life Came to Her on the 
Street, 


After drinking the 
bottle of carbolic acid 
Way home Tuesday evening, Mrs. 
Clara Taylor, wife of John Taylor of 
8003 Pine street, says she drank two 
bottles of beer as an antidote. She 
was discharged from the City Hos- 
pital Wednesday morning. 

At the hospital Mrs. ‘Taylor said 
that she could give no reason for 
wanting to take her life. She said i 
that Tuesday afternoon with her two 
children, Dan, 5 years old, and John, 
10 months old, she had visited a girl 
friend named Ferguson at 2257 Chest- 
nut str@t. She said she left the chil- 
dren av a grocery store at thaj ad- 
dress and had started home to get 
some clothing for the baby.

TAX ON SIGNS PROPOSED. 
Inspection Fee for Those Pro- 
jecting Over Street. 


A bill to tax all signs projecting more 
than 18 inches out from the building 
line was introduced in the Counctl by 
Councilman Rolfes at the instance of 
the Million Club, through Ben Westhus, 
chairman of the Lighting Committee of 
the club, The tax on every. permanent 
sign which. projects a greater distance 
than 18 inches will be ‘4 cents for each 
square foot of sign space exposed to 
public view.’ The tax is imposed as an 
“inspection fee." 

All temporary signs, erected for special 
purposes and kept in place less than W 
days, are to pay an inspection fee half 
that charged for permanent signs. 

The exact method of erecting signs is 
prescribed in the ordinance. The Build- 
ing Commissioner and the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements are to pass on the 
plans for their erection and the Super- 
visor of City Lighting is to pass on and 
approve their lighting. The whole sign 
must be constructed so as to have the 
approval of the Fire Underwriters. 


The ordinance provides that every sign 
erect under the provision of the or- 
dinancé shall be illuminated from dusk 
to 10 p, m.
